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GOVERNOR PROCLAIMS JANUARY 17 
PUBLIC LIBRARY DAY 
PLA Committee Reports Enthusiastic Response 


January 17, Benjamin Franklin’s birthday, was a noteworthy day in Penn- 
sylvania Library history. Governor James H. Duff's official proclamation 
naming Franklin’s birthday as Pennsylvania Public Library Day marked a 


new high in state recognition of the importance of libraries to the people of 
Pennsylvania. 


The PLA Special committee appointed to publicize the proclamation re- 
ports a state-wide enthusiastic response to the idea and suggests that a day 
be set aside each year for this purpose. Many libraries did not have adequate 
time to plan for full utilization of the possibilities offered by the proclamation 
and have expressed the hope that they will be given another chance next year 
to plan active community-wide celebrations. 


The committee feels that a precedent has now been established and that 
an effective method has been found for increasing recognition of our existing 
libraries as well as a means of widening library service until not one of the 
present unserved 30% is without it. 


Many reports on library activities on Public Library Day have not been 
received thus far, but from the many reports, clippings and scripts received 
to date, the libraries large and small in every part of the Commonwealth, with 
their usual efficiency, have responded well. Good reports came from small 
libraries run entirely by volunteers, others from libraries with one or two staff 
members. Pittsburgh used a television spot, showing Ralph Munn reading the 
proclamation to the staff and patrons. 

Radio stations were generous with time, newspapers with space for articles 
and editorials. The service clubs responded enthusiastically. Kiwanis, Rotary, 
Lions, Torch, Quota and Professional and Business Women sent letters to 
chapters and printed notices in circular letters and magazines. Several P.T.A. 
groups held special programs, the friends of one library decided to hold their 
annual meetings on January 17 as Public Library Day. 

Libraries prepared posters and exhibits in and outside the library buildings, 
scripts for broadcasting, book talks, and special book lists. The observance 
proved to be an opportunity to emphasize what is being done and the need for 
good library leadership, not only in individual communities, but at a state level. 

The PLA committee which did so much to make the day a success in many 
communities consisted of Alice R. Eaton, Grace W. Estes and Frances Dorrance. 


The committee was well-pleased with the support it received throughout 
the state and expressed its appreciation for the “wholehearted, splendid co- 
operation of so many libraries.”

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1950 PLA CONFERENCE TO BE HELD IN READING 
Dates Set For October 26-28 


Plans and programs for the 1950 convention are rapidly taking shape ac- 
cording to Mrs. May V. K. Valencik of Allentown, Convention chairman. The 
Abraham Lincoln hotel in Reading has been chosen as official headquarters 
for the convention, which will be held from October 26-28. Mrs. Valencik made 
her first report at the December 5 Executive committee meeting, when the 
theme of the convention “Yesterday-Today-Tomorrow” was chosen. 

A tentative schedule calls for a meeting of the Executive committee on 
Thursday morning, with meetings of the Sections starting on Thursday after- 
noon. Thursday evening will be given over to the first general session and a 
reception honoring Past-Presidents of the association. Friday’s meetings will 
include the annual business meeting, the second general session and meetings 
of the other sections. A full discussion of the Pennsylvania public library survey 
is scheduled tentatively for Saturday morning. The regular Conference ban- 
quet will take place on Saturday evening. 

At press time, commitments for speakers had not been completed, but 
according to Mrs. Valencik, the association is assured of having a brilliant 
group of speakers who will make this convention one of the most interesting 
in PLA history. 


SURVEY QUESTIONNAIRES SLOW IN 
BEING RETURNED 


Five Counties Fully Reported; Eight Totally Untouched 


Three hundred and fifty survey questionnaires were sent out to libraries 
in this state asking for specific information relating to public library service, 
stock, personnel, finance, and community references. About one hundred of 
these have been filled out and returned, but in many cases not all the informa- 
tion has been given according to Katherine Shorey, Chairman of the survey 
committee. 

The section most often neglected is that which asks for the names of five 
persons competent to judge library service in the area. This information is 
needed so that separate questionnaires may be sent to these persons. Answer- 
ing this added questionnaire will require their very careful consideration of the 
local library situation. Where these names have been omitted it is important 
that the committee receive a special memorandum listing them. 

Five counties have a 100% record in returning the questionnaires. These 
are Clearfield, Clinton, Jefferson, Mifflin, and Sullivan counties. It is hoped 
that some of the more populous counties will soon be added to this list. 

The librarians in eight counties have not responded to the original appli- 
cation for a complete list of the libraries and the librarians in their county. 
These are Beaver, Clarion, Crawford, Green, Juniata, Perry, Union, and Ve- 
nango. Anyone who knows the libraries and librarians of these counties is 
requested to send Miss Shorey a complete list. 

Any additional information which may have value for the success of the 
Survey will be welcomed by the committee, and any omissions which may have 
been made in filling out the questionnaires should be reported.

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PLA WINS RECRUITING AWARD 
Announcement Made at A.L.A. Meeting in Chicago 


The Pennsylvania Library association was awarded second place in the 
Field citations for Library recruiting sponsored by the Board of education for 
librarianship of the American Library association. The award, which carries 
a prize of $200, was made at the general meeting of the association on Jan- 
uary 28. Mrs. Margaret K. Spangler who was chairman of the PLA’s Recruiting 
committee last year, received the award for the association. First place in the 
Citations went to the Louisiana Library association and third place was taken 
by the Brooklyn Library association. 

Some of the activities of the committee which led to this award were re- 
ported in the Summer, 1949 issue of the Bulletin. Mrs. Spangler’s eloquent 
statement “Calling All Librarians” appeared in the Spring, 1949 issue. 


GOVERNOR DUFF’S PROCLAMATION 


Tuesday, January 17, 1950, marks the 244th anniversary of the birth of 
Benjamin Franklin. Student, inventor, printer, philosopher, statesman and 
patriot, his genius touched nearly every human activity of his day. But one 
of the greatest of all debts we owe to Franklin is his idea of a public library. 

This year, in recognition of the fact that the Pennsylvania Library Asso- 
ciation will begin its fiftieth year of library service in Pennsylvania, we celebrate 
Franklin’s birthday with added feeling. As a tribute to Franklin’s leadership, 
as well as to the basic part played by Pennsylvania in the development of 
library service in general, it seems suitable to commemorate these facts by a 
special observance on that day. 


In 1731, “it being necessary for those who loved reading to send for their 
books from England,” Franklin and the members of the Junto established the 
Library Company of Philadelphia in order “to render the benefit of reading 
more common” and thereby to advance culture and education. This “public 
circulating library,” the first in the English speaking countries, was copied in 
many other communities. Some still exist today, but the majority have devel- 
oped into the modern free public library, publicly supported. 


The Pennsylvania Library Association, over a period of fifty years, has 
striven for the improvement and extension of municipal and county public 
library service. The work of the Pennsylvania Library Association is an ex- 
panding one, dependent upon public interest and backing to further the pro- 
vision of library services to all the people. 

Pennsylvania now has 359 public libraries, of which 27 give county-wide 
service. These libraries give assistance to readers, whatever their interests, 
education, purposes, and reading ability. They serve children, young people 
and adults, community groups and organizations. They further educational 
and reasearch needs, contribute to commercial, business and industrial interests. 
They provide the background of information upon which an intelligent public 
opinion can be based. They cooperate with all other educational, recreational 
and social agencies having similar purposes. Despite this fine record, there are 
still thousands of Pennsylvania residents without easy access to public library 
services and many public libraries without sufficient income to give service of 
a high order. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, I, James H. Duff, Governor of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, at the specific request of the Pennsylvania Library Association 
and the Pennsylvania Historical and Museum Commission, do hereby proclaim 
Franklin’s birthday, Tuesday, January 17, 1950, Pennsylvania Public Library 
and Benjamin Franklin Day. I call upon our people to recognize and support 
the work of their public libraries, and ask all State, fraternal, municipal, busi- 
ness and educational organizations to unite in the observance of the day by 
suitable programs and other publicity, and to further the recognition and service 
of all the public libraries of Pennsylvania. 

I also call upon the citizens of Pennsylvania to pay tribute to the memory 
of Franklin as the most illustrious citizen of our Great State, a founder of our 
Nation, and a benefactor of all humanity. 


I also ask that this 244th anniversary of Franklin’s birth be observed ap- 
propriately in the schools and colleges of Pennsylvania and by all patriotic, 
historical and fraternal organizations throughout the Commonwealth. 


GIVEN under my hand and the Great Seal 
of the State at the City of Harrisburg, this 
twelfth day of January, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand nine hundred and fifty, 
and of the Commonwealth the one hundred 
and seventy-fourth.

PLA BACKS FEDERAL RELATIONS PROGRAM 


The Executive committee of the PLA has given its full approval to the 
Federal Relations program of the American Library association. The first step 
in this direction came at the December 5 meeting of the Executive committee. 
At that time, $100.00 was pledged toward the support of the Washington office 
for the year 1950. According to present plans, this office will be supported 
fully by ALA after 1951. For 1950 and 1951, however, added support is needed 
to keep the Federal Relations program active, and to provide for a continuity 
without which the fruitful results of much of the spade-work of past years might 
be completely lost. The Federal Relations committee is hopeful that the PLA 
will make a similar contribution next year. 

The Executive committee has also approved a solicitation of additional 
funds through individual gifts from Pennsylvania librarians. A total of $2000 
is needed, and local librarians are urged to do their part in raising this amount. 
Contributions need not be large ($2.00 to $10.00 is suggested). The committee 
suggests that checks be sent to Mrs. May V. K. Valencik, Librarian, Free li- 
brary, Allentown, so that an estimate can be made of the amount contributed 
by Pennsylvania librarians. Checks should be made out to the American Library 
association, and marked for the Washington office. 

The most important action in Washington at the moment is the Library 
Demonstration Bill, H.R. 874; S. 130. The Washington office is doing an im- 
portant job in providing information and support on this bill, which means so 
much to the development of public libraries throughout the country. The 
Executive committee and the Federal Relations committee both urge that libra- 
rians support these bills by writing to Senators and Congressmen. Letters are 
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also needed from local citizens and citizen groups. It is pointed out that only 
through such action will the legislators in Washington know how important 
this bill is to the future of libraries. The bill has recently been approved by 
the House committee on education and labor and at press time was in the 
hands of the House rules committee. 

[According to the very latest word received from John H. Knickerbocker, Chairman of 


the PLA Committee the bill passed the House Rules Committee on February 20 and it was 


expected that it would come up for voting in both houses of Congress sometime during the 
week of February 26.]

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SURVEY MADE OF DELAWARE COUNTY LIBRARIES 


Margaret A. Kateley, Librarian of Upper Darby Township & Sellers Me- 
morial free public library has recently completed a survey of the public library 
facilities in Delaware county. Seventeen of the twenty-two public libraries 
in the county cooperated in supplying information for the survey which was 
undertaken at the request of the Delaware County Federation of Women’s 
clubs and with the cooperation of the Delaware County Library Trustees 
association. 

The final report shows 208,126 books on the shelves of the county’s public 
libraries, and that 40,450 library users withdraw about 415,000 books annually. 
The total number of books in the seventeen libraries reporting amounts to a 
little less than one book for each person in the area served. 


A total of 214,604 persons in Delaware county live in communities where 
public libraries are available to them. According to the survey however, only 
19% of these people take advantage of the services offered. Only seven of the 
county’s libraries are in charge of librarians who have completed the recog- 
nized minimum training of graduation from college and a year of graduate 
study in library science. 

Delaware county libraries can be proud of one fact revealed by this survey. 
The few people who do use their libraries use them frequently and borrow a 
relatively large number of books—an average of ten volumes per year for 
every registered borrower. Miss Kateley pointed out that if the libraries of 
the county are to attract the 81% of the residents who do not make use of their 
libraries increased financial support is necessary. At the present time taxpayers 
spend only an average of twenty-six cents per person in the county to support 
their libraries. 


According to Miss Kateley “Larger incomes would make possible larger 
library buildings, more conveniently located, with longer hours of service to 
the public; better qualified librarians, able to give more satisfactory reference 
service; and larger book-stocks, including duplicate copies of books to satisfy 
the demands of the present users, as well as many more specialized and tech- 
nical volumes to attract the residents of the county who do not use their libraries 
at present.”

Plans for the 
Pittsburgh meeting call for an all-day session 
on Saturday, April 29, at the University of 
Pittsburgh. Morning and afternoon meetings 
will take place in the Stephen Foster Me- 
morial on the university campus, a noon 
luncheon in the Faculty club, with a dinner 
in the evening at the College club. 


The theme for the day’s meetings will be 
“The Teaching Function of the Library.” 
The morning session will consider the subject 
of the book collection for the teaching pro- 
gram from the point of view of the order 
librarian, the catalog librarian, the circulation 
librarian and the reference librarian. The 
afternoon will be given over to a discussion of 
the library in the educational program with 
participants including both librarians and 
faculty members. This program will be chair- 
maned by Professor Allan A. Gilmore, Head 
of the History department of Carnegie Insti- 
tute of Technology. The speaker at the 
dinner meeting in the evening will be Dr. 
Paul Anderson, President of Pennsylvania 
College for Women. The registration fee for 
the all-day meeting will be fifty cents.

After a trial period of three years, the 
A.L.A. Council at its meeting on October 13, 
1944, unanimously voted to continue the an- 
nual citations. 


Those who may send in names to be con- 
sidered are: library boards, individual library 
trustees, state library extension agencies, state 
library associations or the A.L.A. Trustees 
division. 

The work of trustees of large and small 
libraries to state and national library activities 
as well as service to the local library are given 
equal study and consideration. 

The only limitation put upon those to be 
nominated is that wah 4 trustee must be in 
actual service at least part of the calendar 
year oo the conference at which 
awards are made. 

Since the first citations were presented at 
the Boston conference in 1942, two have been 
awarded each year. In 1949 Mrs. Julia 
Brown Asplund, member of the Santa Fe 
public library board and chairman of the 
New Mexico State library commission, and 
Robert B. Tunstall, member of the Norfolk 
public library board and chairman of the Vir- 
ginia State library board, were cited for their 
meritorious service as trustees. 

Citations have gone to trustees from fifteen 
states and the District of Columbia. The cita- 
tion has never been awarded to a Pennsyl- 
vania trustee.

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EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MEETS 


The Fall meeting of the Executive com- 
mittee of the PLA was held in the Public 
library at Harrisburg on December 5. 

Among the actions taken was the approval 
of Reading as the convention city for 1950 
as well as tentative plans for the convention 
program. Convention exhibition fees at $5.00 
per running foot and a conference registra- 
tion fee of $2.50 for three days or $1.00 per 
day were set.
